NOSOLOGY is the general 
Hiftory or defcription of Dif- 
eafes, arranged in fyftematic order. 

Br the fyftematic method the 
Hiftory of Difeafes, like the fubjed 
of natural Hiftory, are arranged into 
Clafles, orders, genera, and fpecies ; 
the Claffes are marked by certain 
Symptoms common to each. The 
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orders all agree in having the fame 
marks with the clafs to which they 
belong together with fome additional 
ones peculiar to the order. The ge- 
nera have all the marks and circum- 
ftances, of the Clafs and order, and 
befides have fome which diftinguifh 

the Genus And the fpecies have all 

the marks and token of Clafs, order, 
and Genus, with the ftill farther ad- 
dition of fymptoms, or circumilan- 
ces which give the fpecific character. 
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Class. I. PYREXIA. 

FREQUENT pulfe, coming on af- 
ter an horror or lome degree of cold 
fhfverfng, confidevable heat, many of the 
fun&ions injured, the ftrength of the limbs, 
efpecially dirrxiniftied. 

Order ift. Febres. Pyrexia, without any 
primary local affeftion, following the 
languor, lufiuude, and other fymptoms 
of debility. 

Seft. I. Intermittents, arifing from the 
miafma of marfhes, with an apyrexia, or 
intermiffion, or at leaft an evident remif- 
fion, but the difeafe returns conftantly, and 
for the moft with an horror or trembling; 
there is only one paroxifm in a day. 
A 
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Genus ift. Tertiana, fimihr paroxifms w'lli 
an interyal of about forty-eight hours, 
coming on at noon. 

A. Tertian hath either, 

1. An apyrexia interpofed, 

i. Varying the duration of the paroxifm. 

A. The Tertian, whofe paroxifms are not 
extended beyond twelve hours. 

B. The Tertian whofe paroxifms are ex- 
tended beyond twelve hours. 

Spurious Tertian. 

2. Varying in the return of the paroxifm. 

C. The Tertian returning every day with 
unequal paroxifms alternately fimilar to 
one another. 

D. The Tertian reluming every third day, 
with two Paroxifms the fame day. 

Duplicate Tertian. 

E. The Tertian returning every day, with 
two Paroxifms on every third day, and 
only one on the intermediate ones. 
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Triple Tertian, 

F. The Tertian returning every day, with 
a notable remiffioninterpofed between the 
odd and the even day, but a lefs remark- 
able one between the even and the odd one. 

Semitertian. 

3. Varying in its /ymptoms. 

G. The Tertian accompanied with diipofl- 
tion to fleep. 

H. Accompanied with fpafms and convul- 
five motions. 

J. Accompanied with an efflorefcence of 
the fkin. 

K. The Tertian accompanied, with Phleg- 
mafia. 

4. Varying in being complicated with other 
difeafes. 

5. Varying as to its origin. 

II. With the interpofition only of a remif- 
fion between the pavoxifms. 
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G. II. Quaitana. Similar Paroxifms, with 
an interval of about 74 hours, coming 
on in the afternoon. 

I. With the interposition of an apyrexia. 

1. Varying in the Type. 

A. The Quartan with fingle Paroxifms, re- 
turning every fourth day, none on the 
other days. 

B. With two paroxifms every fourth day 
and none on the other days. 

C. With three paroxifms every fourth day, 
and none on the intermediate days. 

D. Of the four days having only the third 
free from fever, with fimilar paroxifms 
every fourth day, 

E. The Quartan coming on every day, with 
fimilar paroxifms every 4th day. 

2. Varying in its fymptoms. 

3. Varying in being complicated with other 
Difeafes. 
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II. With a remifion only between the 
paroxifm. 

G. III. Quotidians. Similar paroxifms 
with an Interval of about 24 hours, com- 
ing on in the morning. 

I. With the Interpofition of an apyrexia. 

1. Varies in being folitary. 

A. Univerfal. 

B. Partial. 

a. Complicated with other difeafes. 

Ii. With a remiffion only between the pa- 
roxifms. 

Seft. II. Continue. Fevers without any in- 
termiflion, and not occasioned by marfh 
miafmata, attended with exacerbations, 
and remiffions, tho not yery remarkable. 

G. IV. Synocha. Great heat, a frequent 
fhong and hard pulfe, high coloured urine, 
the functions of the fenforium a little 
difturbed. 
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G. V. Typhus, a contagious difcafe, the 
heat not greatly above the natural, the 
pulfe (mall, weak and for the mod parf 
frequent ; the urine little changed ; the 
funttions of the fenforium very much dif- 
tuibed,2ndtheftrengthgreatly diminifhed. 
The fpecies are, 

1. Typhus petechials) Typhus for the moil 
part with petcchie. 

Varying in degree, i. mild Typhus, 

2. Malignant Typhus. 

II. Typhus Ifterodes. Typhus with a ycl- 
lownefs of the fkin- 

G. VI. Synochus, a contagious difeafe ; a 
fever compofed of a Synocha, and Ty- 
phus, in the beginning a Synocha, but 
towards the end a Typhus. 

Order II. Phlegmaflae. A Synocha fever, 
with inflamation or topical pain, the inter- 
nal functions of the part being at the fame 
time injured, the blood covered with 
fize. 
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G. VII. Phlogofis, pyrexia, rednefs, heat 
and painful tcn(ion,of fome external part. 
Species are, 

I. Phlogofls (Phlegmone) of a vivid red 
colour, a fwelling well defined, for the 
mod: part elevated to a point, and fre- 
quently degenerating into an abfcefs, 
with a beating or throbbing pain. 

x. Varying in form. 2. Varying in its feat. 

II. Phlogofls (erythema) of a reddifh co- 
lour, vanifhing by preffure,of an unequal 
and creeping circumference, with fcarce 
any fwelling, ending in the pealing off the 
cuticle, in phlyftamae, or Blifters. 

The variations are, ift in the degree cf vio- 
lence. 2. In the remote caufes. 

3. In being complicated with other difeafes. 
The confequence of a phlogofls are, an 
impofthume, gangrene, Sphacelus. 

G. VIII. Ophthalmia. A rednefs and pain 
of the Eye, with an inability to bear the 
light, for the moft part .with an effufion 
of Tears. 
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The fpecies and varieties of ophthalmia 
are, I. Idiopathic. 

i. Ophthalmia (of the membranes) in the 
tunica adnata and the membranes lying 
under it, or the Coats of the Eye. 

A. Varying in the degree of the external 
inflammation. 

B. In the Internal Coats affe&ed. 

a. Ophthalmia (of the tarfus or cartila- 
ginous edge) of the eye-lids, with fwell- 
ingi erofion, and glutinous exudation. 

II. Symptomatic. 

1. From a Difeafe of the Eye hfelf. 

2. From difeafe of other parts, or of the 
whole body. 

G. IX. Phrenitis. Violent pyrexia, pain of 
the head, rednefs of the face and eyes, 
inability to endure the light or any noife ; . 
watchfulnefs ; a fierce delirium or Typho- 
mania. 

I. Idiopathic. 
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li. Symtomatic. 

G. X. Cynanche. Pyrexia fometimes, in- 
clining to a Typhus ; difficulty of (wal- 
lowing and breathing ; w'ith a fenfationof 
narrownefs in the fauces. 

The fpecies are, 

I Cynanche (tonfillaris) affe&ing the mu- 
cus membrane of the fauces, but efpe* 
daily the Tonfils, with rednefs and fwel- 
ling accompanied with a Synocha. 

II. Cynanche (maligna) affe&ing the Ton- 
(lis, and mucus membrane of the faucus 
with fwelling, rednefs, and mucufcruftsof 
a whitifh or am colour, creeping, and 
covering ulcers ; with a Typhus Feyer 
and exanthemata. 

III. Cynanche (trachealis) attended with 
difficulty of refpiration, noify and hoarfe 
Infpiration, loud cough, without any ap- 
parent Tomour in the fauces, fomewhat 
difficult deglutition, and a Synocha. 

IV. The Pharyngea. Attended with red- 
nefs in the bottom of the fauces,yery dif- 

B 
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ficult and p ainful deglutition. Refpiration 
fufficiently free, and a Synocha. 

V. The Parotidcea. With great fwelling 
of the parotids and maxillary Glands ap- 
pearing on the outfide, the refpiration and 
delutition but little injured ; a Synocha 
for the mod part mild. 

Difeafes of this genus are fymptoma'tic, ci- 
ther from external or internal caufes. 

G. XI. Pneumonia. Pyrexia, with a pain 
in fome part of the thorax difficult Ref- 
piration and cough. The fpecies are, 

i. (Peripneumony) with a pulfe not always 
hard, but fometimes foft, an obtufe pain 
of the breaft, the refpiration always dif- 
ficult ; fometimes the patient cannot 
breathe unlefs in an upright pofture ; the 
face fwelled and of a livid colour, the 
cough for the moft part moift, frequent- 
ly Bloody. 

I. Simple Idiopathic peripneumonies. Va- 
rying in degree. 

a. Idiopathic Peripneumonies complicated 

with fever. 
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3. Symtomatic Peripneumonies. 

II. Pleurify. With a hard pulfe ; for the 
mod: part attended with a pungent pain 
of one fide augmented chiefly during the 
time of infpiration, an uneafinefs when 
lying on the fide, a mod painful cough ; 
dry in the beginning of the Difeafe, after- 
wards moift ,• and frequently bloody. 

1. Simple Idiopathic Pleurifies. 

2. Pleurifies, complicated (1) with fever 
(2.) with Catarrh. 

3. Symtomatic Pleurifies. 

4. Falfe Pleurifies. 

The confequences of Pleurify are Vomica 
or Empyema. 

G. XII. Carditis. Pyrexia, pain about the 
heart, anxiety, difficulty of breathing, 
cough, unequal pulfe, palpitation of the 
heart and fainting. 

I. Idiopathic. 

II. Symtomatic. 
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G. XIII. Peritonitis. Pyrexia. Pain of 
the belly, exafperated by an upvight pof- 
ture, without the proper figns of other 
abdominal Phlegmafiae- If the Diagno- 
tics of the following Difeafes are given, 
they may be reckoned as fo many fpe- 
cies of this genus. 

The Speceis are, 

I. Peritonitis, (propria) fimated in the 
Peritonami properly fo called, {unround- 
ing the infide of the abdomen. 

II. Peritonitis (omentalis) in the peritoncem 
extended through the omentum. 

III. Peritonitis (mefenterica) in the peri- 
tonaeum fpread through the mefentery. 

G. XV. Gaftritis. Pyrexia, inclining to a 
Typhus, anxiety, pain and heat of the 
epigaftrium, augmented when any thing 
is taken into the ftomach, an inclination 
to vomit, and an immediate rejection of 
every thing fwallowed, an hickup. 

I. Idiopathic. 

i. From internal caufes. 
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A- Gaftritis (phlegmonodea) attended with 
acute pain and violent pyrexia. 

2. From external caufes. 

B. Gaftritis (eryfipelatofa) with a lefs vio- 
lent fever and pain ; an erysipelatous red. 
nefs appearing on the fauces. 

II. Symtomatic. 

G. XVI. Enteritis. Pyrexia of a Typhus 
nature ; pungent pain of the Belly, 
ftretching and twitting round the navel j 
vomiting ; the belly obftinately bound. 

I. Idiopathic. 

Species are, 

1. Enteritis (phlegmonodoea) with acute 
pain, violent fever, vomiting and confti- 
pation of the belly. 

2. Enteritis (eryfipelatofa) with lefs accute 
fever and pain, without vomitting, but 
accompanied with a Diarrhoea. 

II. Symtomatic Species. 
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G. XVII. Hepatitis, Pyrexia, tcnfion and 
pain of the right Hypocondrium fome. 
times pungent like that of plcurify, bu t 
more fequently obtufe ; a pain reaching 
to the clavicle and top of the right fhoulder j 
a difficulty of lying on the left fide, Dif- 
pnceat,dry cough ; vomiting and hickup. 

G. XVIII. Splenitis. Pyrexia, tenfionheat 
and fwelling of the left Hypocondrium, the 
pain encreafing by PrefTure, without the 
figns of Nephritis. 

G. XIX. Nephritis. Pain in the region of 
the kidney, often following the courfe o^ 
the ureter, frequent making of water 
either thin or colourlefs, or very red, vo- 
miting, ftupor of the thigh j with a re- 
traction or pain of the tefticle of the fame 
fide. 

The fpecies are, 

I. Idiopathic fpontaneous. 

II. Symtomatic. 

G. XX. Cyjtitis. Pyrexia, pain and fwelling 
of the Hypochondrium, frequent and pain- 
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ful making of water or Ifchuria and Te- 
nefmus. 

The (pedes are, 

I. Thofe arifing from internal caufes. 

II. Thofe from external caufes. 

G. XXI. Hyfteritis, Pyrexia, heat, ten- 
fion, fwelling and pain, of the Hypogaf- 
trium,the os Uceri painful, when touched, 
vomiting. 

G. XXII. Rheumatifmus, a difeafe arifing 
from an external and frequently very 
evident caufes, pyrexia, pain about the 
joints, frequently purfuing the courfe of 
the mufcles, infefting the knees and other 
laroe joints, rather than thofe of the feet 
or hands; increafed by external heat. 

The fpecies are either Idiopathic or fymto- 
matic. The former varies in fituation, 

A. In the mufcles of the Loins. 

B. In the Mufcles of the Coxendix. 

C. In the Mufcles of the Breaft. 
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G. XXIII. Odontalgia, a lheumatifm of 
the jaw ; from a caries of the teeth. 

G. XXIV. Podagra. An hereditary Dif- 
eafe, arifing without any evident external 
caufe, but for the moft part preceeded 
by an unufual affe&ion of the ftomach, 
pyrexia, pain of the joint, for the molt 
part of the great toe of the foot, but cer- 
tainly infefting chiefly the wrifts and an- 
kles, returning by intervals, and often at- 
tended with affe£tions of the ftomach 
and other internal parts. 

I. Podagra (regularis) with a pretty violent 
Inflammation of the joints, remaining 
for fome days, and by degrees going off 
with fwelling, itching, defquamation of 
the afre&ed part. 

II. Podagra (atonica) with atony of the 
ftomach or fome other internal part, and 
either without the ufual inflammation of 
the joints or only with flight and wander- 
ing pains, and frequently alternated with 
dyfpepfia, or other fymptoms of Atony. 
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III. Podagra (retrograda) the inflamma- 
tion of the joints fuddenly receding, and 
an atony of the ftomach and other parts 
immediately following. IV. Podagra 
(aberrans) with the inflammation of an in- 
ternal part,either proceeding or not fudden- 
ly receding an inflammation of the joints. 

G. XXV. Arthropuofis. deep, obtufe, and 
Jong continued pains of the joints or muf- 
cular parrs, frequently following contu- 
fion, with either no fwelling or a mode- 
rate and diffufed one ; no phlogofis, py- 
rexia, at firft gentle, afterwards Hedic, 
and at length animpofthume. 

Cider III. Exanthemata. Contagious dif- 
eaks, afFetVmg a pevfon only once in 
their life, beginning with fever ; after a 
certain time appear phlogofes, for the 
Kioft part fmall and in confiderable num- 
ber and difperfed over the fkin. 

G. XXVI. Variola. A contagious Synocha 
with vomiting and pain on preffing the 
epigaftrium. On the third day begins, and 
on the fifth is finifhed, the eruption of in- 
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fhmmatory poftules, which fuppurate in 
the fpace of eight days, and at laft go off 
in crufts ; frequently leaving deprefled 
cicatrice or pockpits in the fkin. 

The Species are. 

2. Variola (difcreta) with few, diftin£t, turg- 
id puftules, having circular bafes, the fe- 
ver ceafing immediately after the eruption. 

II. Variola (confluent with numerous con- 
fluent, irregular fliaped puftules, flaccid, 

and little elevated ,• the fever remaining 
after the eruption. 

G. XXVII. Varicella, Synocha, papulce 

Breaking out after a fhort fever fimilar to 

thofe of the Small Pox, but hardly ever 

coming to Suppuration, afcer a few days 

going off infmall fcales ; never leaving any 
mark. 

G. XXVIII. Ruhecla. a contagious Syno- 
cha, with i'neezfng, epiphora and dryhoarfe 
cough, on the fourth day or a little later, 
break forth, fmall cluftered, and fcarce 
elevated papulae, afterthree days going off 
. 'n very fmall branny fcales. 
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The Species are. 

1. Rubeola (vulgaris) with very fmall con- 
fluent corymbofe papulae, fcarce riling 
above the fltin, varying. 

i. In the fymptoms being more fevere, and 
the courfe of the diCeak lefs regular. 

2. In being accompanied with a quinfy. 

3. With a putrid diathefls. 

II Rubeola (variolodes) with diftinft papu- 
lce raifed above the fkin. 

G. XXIX. Scarlatina, a contagious Syno- 
cha, on the fourth day of the difeafe the 
face fwells a little, at the fame time anuni- 
verfalrednefs occupies the fldn in large 
fpots, at length running together, after 
three days going off in branny fcales, 
frequently fucceeded by an Anafarca. 

The fpecies are. 

L Scarlatina (fimplex) not accompanied 
with Cynanche. 
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II. Scarlatina (Cynanchica) with an ulceious 
Cynanche. 

G. XXX. Pedis, an exceedingly contagi- 
ous Typhus, with ihc highefl debility. On 
an uncertain day Buboes and carbuncles 
break forth. It is various in degree, but 
the fpecies are uncertain. 

G. XXXI. Eryfipelas, a Synocha of two 
or three days, for the mod part attended 
with drowfinefs, often with a delirium. In 
fomeparr of the Skin, moft frequently the 
foce, appears a phlogofis erythema. 

The Species are. 

I. Eryfipelas (veficulofum) with eryth-ma 
rednefs, creeping, occupying a large fpace 
and in fome parts ends in large Blifters. 

II. Eryfipelas (phlyctaenodes) with an 
erythema forme d of a number of papillce 
chiefly occupying the trunk of the Body, 
ending in phlydbenae or fmall Blifters. 

The difeafe is alfo fymptomatic. 
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G. XXXII. Miliaria, Synochus, with an. 
xicty, frequent fighing, foetid fweat, and 
points on the Skin On an uncertain day of 
the difeafe break out red, fmall, diftinft 
papulae, fpread over the whole body as well 
as the Face, the Apices of which after one 
or two days, become very fmall, white 
puftulcs remaining for a fhort time. 

G. XXXIII. Urticaria. An amphemerian 
fever, on the fecond day of the difeafe* 
red fpots refembling the flinging of net- 
tles almoft vanifhing during the day, but 
returning in the evening, with the fever, 
and after a few days going off all together 
in very fmall fcales. 

G. XXXLV. Pemphigus, a contagious 
Typhus, on the firft, fecond, or third day 
of the difeafe, Blifters break out in feveral 
parts of the body, of the bignefsof a bean, 
remaining for many days, and at laft pour. 
inz out a thin ichor. 

G. XXXV. Aphtha. Synochus, the tongue 
fomewhat fwelled and of a livid colour, as 
well as the fauces, efchars firft appearing 
in the fauces, but at length occult and oc- 
cupying the whole internal part of the 
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mouth, of a white colour, fometimes dif- 
tinft, often running together, quickly 
growing again when taken off, and re- 
maining for an uncertain time. 

The fpecics are. 

i. Idiopathic. 2 Symptomatic. 

Order IV. Hcemonhagice. Pyrexia, with 
a profitfion of blood, without any exter- 
nal violence, the blood drawn from a vein 
has the fame appearance as inphlegmafiae. 

G. XXXVI. Epiftaxcis. Pain or weight of 
the head, rednefs of the face, a profufion 
of blood from the nofe. 

i. Idiopathic. 

Varying according to the time of life. 

1. Epiftaxis, of young people, with ihe 
fymptoms of an arterites plethora. 

2. Epiftaxis, of old people, with fymptoms 
of a venous plethora. 

II. Symptomatic. 
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1. Trom internal caufes. 

2. From external caufes. 

G. XXXVII. Hasmoptyfis. rednefs of the 
cheeks, a fenfation of uneafinefs, or pain, 
and fometimesof heat in the bread:, diffi- 
culty of breathing, tickling of the fauces, 
either a fevere or lefs violent cough, bring- 
ing up florid and frequently frothy blood- 

The Species are. 

i. Haemoptyfls (plethorica) without any ex- 
ternal violence and without being pre- 
ceeded by any cough, or /iipprefHon of a 
cuftomary evacuation. 

2. Haemoptyfis (violenta) from external 
violence applied. 

3. Haemoptyfis (ohthifica) after a long 
continued cough, with leannefs and debi- 
lity. 

4. Ha?moptyfis (calculofa) in which fome 
calculous molecules, (or the moll part of a 
calcarious nature are thrown up. 
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5. Hkmoptyfis (vicaria) after the fupprcfTi- 
on of a cuftomary evacuation. Befides 
thefe, there are a number of fymptomatic 
Species mentioned by different authors. 
The confequence of an Hsmoptyfis is, a 
Phthifis, a wafting and debility of the body, 
with a cough, heftic fever, and for the 
moft part a purulent expectoration. 
The Species are. 

I. An incipient Phthifis, without any expec- 
toration of pus. 

II. A confirmed Phthifis, with expectorati- 
on of pus. Eoth fpecies vary 1. as to 
their remote caufe. 2. as to the origin of 
the purulent matter. 

G. XXXVIII. Hcemonhois. weight and 
pain of the head, vertigo, pain of the loins, 
pain of the arms, livid painful tubercles, 
from which for the moft part blood flows 
out, which alfo fometimes drops out of the 
anus, without any apparent Tumor. 

The Species are. 

I. Hasmorrhois (tumens) external from 
vancar. 
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Varying. 

A. Bloody. 

B. Mucous. 

2. Haemorrhois (procidens) externa! from a 
procidentia ani. 

3. Haemorrhois (fluens) internal, without 
any procidentia ani. 

4. Haemorrhois (caeca) with pain and fuel- 
ling of the anus, without any profufion 
of blood. 

G. XXXIX. Menorrhagia. Pains of the 
back, belly, and loins like thofe of child, 
birth, an unufually copious flux of the 
menfes or blood from the vagina. 

The Species are. 

1. Menorrhagia (rubra) bloody in women 
neither with child, or in child-birth. 

a, Menorrhagia ^lochialis) bloody in child-, 
bed women. 

D 
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5. Menorrhagia (abortus) bloody in women 
with child. 

4. Menorrhagia (villiorum) bloody from 
fome local difeafe. 

5. Menorrhagia (alba) cerous, without any 
local difeafe, in women not with child. 

6. Menorrhagia (nabothi) ferous in women 

with child. 

Order. V. Profluvia. Pyrexia, with ah iai 
creafed fecretion, naturally not bloody. 

G. XL. Catarrhus. Pyrexia, frequently con- 
tagious. An increafed excretion of 
mucous, at leaft efforts to excrete it. The 
Species are for the moft part fymptomaticJ 

1. From cold. 

2. From contagion. 

G. XLI. Dyfenteria. Contagious, pyrexia/ 
frequent mucus or bloody ftools, while 
the alvine fceces are for the moft part re-, 
taincd, gripes, tenefmus. Varying. 

1. Accompanied wM* worms. 
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a. With the excretion of fmall flefhy or ftg 
baceous bodies. 

3. With an intermittent fever, 

4. Without blood. 

5 # With a miliary fever. 

Clafs II. Neurofes. An injury of the fenfe 
and motion.without an Idiopathic Pyrexia 
or any local affection. 

Order 1. Comata, a diminution of volun- 
tary motion, with fleep, or a deprivation 
of the fenfes, 

G. XLII. Apoplexia. Almoft all voluntary 
motion diminimed, with fleep more or 
lefs profound j the motion of the heart 
and arteries remaining. 

The Idiopathic Species are. 

1. Apoplixia (fanguinea) with fymptoms of 
univerfal plethora, efpecially of the head. 

2. Apoplixia (ferofa) withalucophlegmafiao- 

ver the whole body,efpecialIy in old people. 
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3. Apoplexia (Hydrocephalics) coming on 
by degrees, affecting infants, or thofe be- 
low the age of puberty, firft with lafluude, 
a flight fever and pain of the head, then 
with flownefs of the pulfe, dilatation of 
the pupil of the Eye, and drowfinefs. 

4. Apoplexia (a trabiliaria) talcing place in 
thofe of a Melancholic conflitution. 

5. Apoplexia (traumatica) from fome exter- 
nal injury mechanically applied to the 
bead. 

4. Apoplexia (venenata) from powerful 
fedatives taken internally or applied ex- 
ternally. 

7. Apoplexia (mentalis) fiom a paflion of 
the mind. 

8. Apoplexia (Cataleptica) in the contrac- 
tile mufcles, with a nobility of the limbs 
by external force. 

9. Apoplexia (fuflbcata) from fomc exter- 
nal fuffocating power.

a. Paracufis (imaginaria) in which founds, 
not exifting externally are excited from 
internal caufes.

membrane lineing the internal parts of the 
noftrils. Varying according to the nature 
of the difcafe. 

2. Anofmia (atonica) without any evident 
difeafe of the membrane of the nofe. 

G. XCIX. Agheuftia. A diminution or abo- 
lition of the fenfe of tafte. 

The Species are. 

1. Agheuftia (organica) from a difeafe in 
the membrane of the tongue, keeping off 
from the nerves thofe fubftances which 
ought to produce tafte. 

2. Agheuftia (atonica) without any evident 
difeafe of the tongue. 

G. C. Anasuhefia. A diminution or aboliti- 
on of the fenfe of feeling.

a. Bulimia (fyncopalis) a frequent defire of 
meat on account of a fenfation of hunger 
thrcatning fyncope. 

3. Bulimia (cmetica) an appetite for a great 
quantity of meat, which is thrown up im- 
mediately after it is taken. 

G. CI I. Polydipfia is almoft always fym- 
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tomatic and varies only according to the 
nature of the Difcafe which accompanies it. 

G. CIII. Pica. A defire of (wallowing fub- 
ftances not ufed as food. 

G. CIV. Satyriafls. An unbounded defire 
Venery in men.

i. Satyriasis (juvenilis) an undoubted de- 
fire of venery, the body at the fame time 
being little difordered. 

i. Satyriafis (furens) a vehment defire of 
venery, with a great diforder of the body 
at the fame time. 

G. CV. Nyphomania. An unbounded de- 
fire of venery in women, Varying ia de- 
file. 

G. CVL Noftalgia. A violent defire in 
thofe who areabfent from their country of 
revifitingir. 
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i. Noftalgia (fimplex) without any other 
difeafe. 

2. Noftalgia (complicate) accompanied wtih 
other difeafes. 

Se&. II. Appetitus deficients. 

G. CVII. Anorexia. Want of appetite for 
food, alawys fymptomatic. 

The Species are. 

i. Anorexia (humoralis) from fome humour 
loading the ftomach. 

a. Anorexia fatonicaj from the tone of the 
fibres of the ftomach being loft. 

G. CVIII. Adipfia. A want of thirft, always 
a fymptom of fome Difeafe affe&ing the 
fenforium commune. 

G. CIX. Anephrodifia Want of defire for, 
or impotence to venery. 

The true Species are, 
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j. An anaphrodifia paralytica. 

2. Anaphrodifia gonorrhoica. 
The falfe are, 

i. Anaphrodifia marifcis. 

2. Anaphrodifia ab urethrce vicio. 

Order III. Dyfcinefiae. An impediment or 
depravation of motion from a diforder of 
the organs. 

G. CX. Aphonia. A total fuppreffion of the 
voice without coma or fyncope. 

The Species are. 
i. Aphonia, fgutturalis) from the fauces 
or glottis being fwelled. 

2. Aphonia (trachealis) from a comprefiion 
of the trachea. 

3. Aphonia (atonica) from the nerve of the 
Larynx being cut. 

G. CXI. Mutitas. A want of power to pro- 
nounce words. 



The Species are. 

1. Mutitas (orgnnica) from the tongue be- 
ing cut out or deftroyed. 

2. Mutitas (atonica) from injuries done to 
the nerves of the tongue. 

3. Mutitas (furdorum) from people being 
born deaf or the hearing being deftroyed 
during childhood, 

G. CXI I. Paraphonia, a depraved found of 
the voice. 

. The Species are. 

1. Paraphonia 'puberum) in which, about 
the time of puberty, the voice from beinr» 
acute and fvveer, becomes more grav e 
and har!h. 2. Paraphonia (fauca) in 
which, by reafon of the drynefs or flaccid 
tumour of the fauces the voice becomes 
rough and hoarfe.

A preternatural 
evacuation of fweat. 

Symptomatic ephidrofis vary according to 
the nature of the difeafe which they ac- 
company, the different nature of the fweat 
itfelf, and fometimes the different parts 
of the body which fweats moft. 

G- CX1X. Epiphora. A flux of the lacry- 
mal humor. 

G. CXX. Ptyalifmus. A flux of faliva. 

G. XXI. Enurefis. An involuntary flux of 

urine without pain. 

The Species are. 
i. Enurefis (atonica) after difeafes injuring 

the fphin&er of the bladder. 
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2. Enurefis (irritata) from a compreflion or 
irritation of the bladder. 

G. CXXII. Gonorrhoea. A preternatural flux 
of humour from the urethra in men, 
with or without a dcfire of venery. 

The Spicies are. 

i. Gonorrhoea (pura) in which without any 

impure venery having preceeded,ahumor 

refembling pus, without dyfuria, or pro- 

penfuy to venery flows from the urethra. 

2. Gonorrhoea (impura) in which, after 
impure venery, a humour like pus flows, 
from the urethra with dyfuria. The con- 
fequence of this, is 

3. Gonorrhoea (mucofa) in which, after an 
impure gonorrhoea,! mucous humour flows 

from the urethra with little or no dyfuria.

G. CXXIV. Ifchuria. An abfolute fuppref- 
fion of urine.

1. Ifchuria (tenalis) coming after a difeafe 
of the kidneys, with pain, or troublefome 
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fenfe of weight in the rigion of the kid- 
neys, and without anyfwellingsof the Hy- 
pogaftnum, or deflre of making water. 

2. Ifchuria (urethralis) coming after a difeafe 
of the kidneys, with a fenfe of pain or 
uneafinefs in fome part of the ureter, and 
without any tumor of the Hypogaftrium, 
or defire of making water. 

3. Ifchuria (veficalis) with a fwelling of the 
Hypogaftrium, pain at the neck of the blad- 
der, and a frequent ftimulus to make water, 

4. Ifchuria (urethralis) with a fwelling of the 
Hypogaftnum, frequent ftimulus to make 
water and pain iu fome part of the urethra, 
all thefe fpecies fubdivided into many va- 
rieties, according to their different caufes.

1. Amenorrhcea (amenfionis) in thofe arri- 
ved at puberty, in whom, after the ufual 
time, the menfes have not yet made their 
appearance, and many different morbid 
affed ions have taken place.

G. CXXXI. Schirrus. An hard tumor of 
fome part, generally of a gland, without 
pain, and difficulty brought to fuppuration. 

G. CXXXII. Cancer. A painful tumor of 
a fchirrous nature, and degenerating into 
an ill conditioned ulcer. 

G. CXXXIII. Buba. A fuppurating tumor 
of a conglobate gland. 

G. CXXXIV. Sarcoma. A foft fwelling 
without pain. 

G. CXXXV. Verruca. A hard fcabrous 
fwelling. 

G. CXXXVI. Clavus. A hard lamellated 
thicknefs of the fkin. 

G. CXXXVII. Lupia. A moveable, foft 
tumor below the flcin, without pain. 
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G. CXXXVIII. Ganglion. An hard, move- 
able fwelling, adhering to a tendon. 

G. CXXXIX. Hydatis. A cuticular vefica 
filled with aqueous humor. 

G. CXL. Hydathrus. A mod painful fwel- 
ling of the joints, chiefly of the knee at 
firft icarce elevated, of the fame colour 
with the fkin, diminifhing the mobility. 

G. CXLI. Exoftofis. A hard tumor ad- 
hereing to a bone. 

Eftopise, Tumors occafioned 
by the removal of fome part out of its 
proper fituation. 

G. CXLII, Hernia. An ectopia of a fofc 
part as yet covered with the fkin and other 
integuments. 

G. CXLI II. Prolapfus. Above eftopia, of 
fbme foft part. 

G. CXLIV. Luxatio. The removal of a 
bone from its place in the joints. 

Order VIII. Dyalyfes. Solution of conti- 
nuity, manifeft to the fight or touch. ' 
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G. CXLV. Vulnus. A recent and bloody 
folution of the unity of (ome foft part, 
by the motion of fome hard body. 

G. CXLVI. Uulcus. A purulent or ic cha- 
rous folution of a foft part. 

G. CXLVII. Herpes. A great number of 
phly&ina or fmall ulcers, gathering in cluf- 
ters, creeping or obftinate. 

G. CXLVIII. Tinea. Small ulcers among 
the roots of the hair of the head, pouring 
out a humor, which changes to a white 
friable fcurf. 

G. CXLIX. Pfora. Itchy puftules and lit- 
tle ulcers of an infe&ious nature, infeft- 
ing the hands. 

G. CL. Fraftura. Bones broken into large 
fragments. 

G. CLI. Caries. An ulceration of a bone,
